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Daryl Kramp was more 
than happy to introduce the 
honoured guest of the after- 
noon, Minister of the Envi- 
ronment, Elizabeth Witmer. 
Mrs. Witmer was at the Two 
Loons Restaurant to meet the 
local Conservative faithful 
and ask for their support in 
her campaign. 

The provincial Tories are 
going to choose a new leader 
to replace the retiring Mike 
Harris on March 23, and 
Witmer has thrown her hat 
into the ring; in competition 
with former Finance Minis- 
ter Ernie Eaves and current 
Finance Minister, Jim 
Flaherty. 

Witmer arrived at the 
Two Loons Restaurant, and 
spoke of her platform. De- 
scribed by Kramp as “good 
people...and someone who 
is a wonderful listener, 
Witmer promised to listen 
carefully to and respond to 
the legitimat? concerns and 
needs of Ontario residents. 

Describing her back- 
ground, Witmer said that she 
had come to Canada with her 
family as an immigrant to 
Canada, and was a dedicated 
Canadian, who now wanted 
“to make Ontario an even 
better place to live,” defend- 
ing the policies of the Pro- 
vincial Tories in producing a 
more balanced and fiscally 
responsible government. 

She said that her family 
always “were prepared to 
work hard” and to ‘ttake re- 
sponsibility for their own 
actions.” She grew up being 
told that if they worked hard 
they could be successful. 

“We were not very rich 
financially,” Witmer said, 
“But we were very rich spir- 
itually.” 

Because of the lessons 
she lived as a young person 
and an immigrant, Witmer 
said that one of her main 
goals was “to give everybody 
in the province an opportu- 
nity to achieve if they are 
prepared to work hard to 
assume responsibility, and to 
work co-operatively with 
others.” 

Witmer reminded the au- 
dience of the fiscal mess 
which the province was in 
when Harris took over in 
1995 when there was mas- 
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cit, high taxes, and high un- 
employment. 

“We have balanced the 
budget three times since then 


thet 


and during this time the pri- 
‘vate sector 
840,000." 

Witmer promised to build 
upon the solid economic base 
which the Conservatives 
have established in Ontario. 
One of the planks of her plat- 
form is to continue to bal- 
ance the budget, and to de- 
velop a plan for repayment 
of the debt, which she says, 
“costs Ontario taxpayers 8.7 
billions dollars to service--as 
much as the amount required 
to run the provinces hospi- 
tals. 

* Paying off the debt will 
give us more flexibility in 
years tocome,” Witmer said. 
She pointed out that the 
money going to service the 
debt could be used to main- 
tain the health system, envi- 
ronmental programmes, and 
in the field of education, 
which she says is very near 
and dear to her heart. 

Witmer says she has been 
feeling out “what is really 
important to people,” and 
she has learned that.the hot 
button issues regardless of 
the type of Canadian she is 
talking to is “health care and 
-education.” 

Witmer is pledged that as 
primier she will work to 
maintain the health care sys- 
tem. She wants to focus on 
“Wellness as opposed to ill- 
ness,” and to structure the 
system so that “Ontarians 
have access to the right pro- 
vider at the right time in the 
right place.” 3 

In regards, to the doctor 
shortage, she says that she 
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would like to see a long term 
strategy developed which 
would ease the health pro- 
fessional shortage. 
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She warned that the ag- 
ing “Baby Boomer” popula- 
tion would add further strain 
to.the health service ques- 
tion. 

Medical training should 
be expanded and the prov- 
ince should take a 
“proactive” position relative 
to the health provision issue, 
facilitating the use of for- 
eign-trained medical per- 
sonnel to ease the shortage 
especially in rural areas like 
ours which are seriously 
underserviced., 

She advocated the use of 
nurse practitioners to 
underserviced areas. “I in- 
troduced nurse practioners 


in 1998 as Health Minister,~ § 


and the response has been 
terrific,” Witmer said. 
Witmer also said she 
would like to introduce the 
idea of a placement service 
and a medical personnel reg- 
istry where municipalities 
could have “one-stop shop- 
ping” to find the medical 
personnel they need. Hospi- 
tals should also be given 
multi-year funding so that 
they can invest’in advanced 
technologies to assist in 
easier and more accessable 
diagnosis of illness. 
Witmer is also pround of 
the Healthy Baby - Healthy 
Children programme which 
the Harris government intro- 
duced to identify and assist 
young children who are at 
risk in the province. She 
said that it was practical to 
intervene in the young lives 
of these children. because 
not only would it benefit the

kids now, but would save 
money down the line. “This 
will be a saving to the tax- 
payers,” Witmer said, be- 
cause such high-risk chil- 
dren would have a better 
chance of success and of 
having good health as adults, 
and would be more likely to 
Stay out of trouble.” In this 
programme public health 
nurses help parents with low 
incomes and perhaps low 
parenting skills to raise their 
children. 

Witmer stressed the im- 
portance of education and 
wants to implement pro- 
grammes which would guar- 
amecethatall quatificy your 
people would have the op- 
portunity to go to college and 
university if they want to. 

She did not limit the ac- 
cess (0 university however, 
she said that adults should be 
able to engage in “life-long 
learning.” and like worthy 
youth, should not be pre- 
vented from getting higher 
education because of the 
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prohibitive costs of tuition. 

“We must build bridges 
with our teachers,” Witmer 
said. She praised the re- 
forms that the Harris gov- 
ernment such as the new 
enhanced curriculum and 
standardized testing which 
have been introduced in pub- 
lic schools in Ontario. 

She also said that young 
people should be encouraged 
to go into trades, and steps 
should be taken in education 
to provide a “good strong 
apprenticeship programme.” 
'~ She said that this would 
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provide ecnomic growth in 
the province. 

However, Witmer said, 
“we must win a third elec- 
tion. We have won two elec- 
tions, but we must win this 
third one.” 

“We need to encourage 
the public to support these 
ideas that a Conservative 
government which “values 
and respects the contribution 
of each and every indi- 
vidual.” 

Witmer feels also that the 
Ontario government should 
develop a comprehensive 
and integrated transportation 
plan which would facilitate 
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the Canadian/American bor- 
der. She pointed out that 
Ontario exports more than 
S115 billion dollars, or 90 
percent of all its exported 
goods to the U.S. each year. 

This plan would include 
transportation links to north 
ern Ontario to encourage 
economic growth. As well as 
planning and building new 


the provincial economy $2 
billion dollars a year in lost 
productivity and delays in 
getting goods to market. 
This problem grows as truck 
and commuter traffic in- 
creases. Viable public tran- 
sit alternatives should be de- 
veloped. 

Witmer says that the clog- 
ging of- traffic at border 
points are a detriment to ex- 
ports. Easing these transpor- 
tation problems would build 
on the postive steps taken by 
the government to maintain 
Ontario’s prosperous trading

Drinking for two? 
No Thanks! 


Did you know that when you drink while you are preg- 
nant, your baby drinks too? Alcohol passes right from the 
mother’s body to her baby’s body. A baby grows inside 
the mother the whole time she is pregnant, so drinking any 
time during pregnancy could hurt the developing baby. 
There is no safe amount of alcohol to drink. when preg- 
nant. Any drink with alcohol. whether hard liquor, beer, 
wine, coolers, or liqueurs can harm a baby. So the safest 
choice is not to drink at all. Studies recommend that women 
trying to become pregnant also avoid drinking. 

Babies who are exposed to alcohol while growing inside 
their mothers may be born with serious birth defects called 
Fetal Alcohol Spectrum Disorder (FASD). Children with 
FASD may look different than other children, be smaller, 
have trouble learning. have behavioral problems, and have 
problemis thinking, speaking, hearing, and seeing. As they 
grow older, children with FASD are more likely to quit 
school. be violent, use drugs and alcohol, have trouble with 
the law, and have mental health problems. In Canada, at 
least 1 baby is born with FASD every day. FASD lasts a 
lifetime: children will.not grow out of it. It is however 
100% preventable. When you are pregnant no alcohol is 
best.

With Dr. Derry’s retire- 
ment looming in July and no 
replacement so far, The Cen- 
tre Hastings Medical Centre 
Board has a crisis on a vis- 
ible horizon. On Thursday, 
February 7", MPP Leona 
Dombrowsky ‘responded to 
an invitation from the Board. 
Mrs. Dombrowsky attended 
a meeting held at the old 
Municipal offices, to listen 
and to lend her support to 
Madoc in its now-almost- 
desparate search for a doc- 
tor. 


Madoc and surrounding 
area, according to the Pro- 
vincial Government, merits 
the services of six doctors. 
Meanwhile, attracting just 
ONE doctor to Madoc is 
proving to be a difficult task 


indeed. Even with the help 
of the Centre Hastings web- 
site (connected to Queen’s 
University in Kingston), 
which has a plea posted to 
prospective doctors, no one 
has yet applied for the job. 


So the Medical Centre 
Board decided to enlist the 
help of our MPP, and Mrs. 
Dombrowsky did not disap- 
point when she accepted the 
invitation. 

One of the options under 
long-term consideration, is 
to do what so-many other 
communities have done - 
work towards establishing a 
comprehensive health cen- 
tre. A centre which would 
house both social and medi- 
cal services under one roof. 

In Tweed’s Gateway Cen- 


tre for example, there are 
health services, a variety of 
social services, and a food 
bank. All under one roof. 
Centre Hastings has been 
looking at this option for 
some time. Indeed, it may 
prove to be the solution to 
the problem in the long run, 
with perhaps, several phy- 
sicians on a shared, rotation 
basis. 

Already there is a sense 
that the search for a doctor 
might be more successful if 
it were directed toward out- 
of-country physicians. 
Doctors from other -coun- 
tries who could be accred- 
ited in Ontario, might be 
more than willing to prac- 
tiséin a small rural town. 


But*Madoc needs a doc-

Forever busy, she 
was a +H leader for 22 years 
and was actively involved in 
42 homemaking clubs of 
that organization. The home- 
making clubs includes in- 
struction on cooking, sew- 
ing, health, embroidery, 
flowers, and gardening as 
well as quilting, 
breadmaking, and even a lit- 
tle camping. Ethel taught 
lots of girls during these 
years - she estimates about 
400 girls during the years.

The society points out 
that after Disney’s 101 Dal- 
matians and 102 Dalmatians, 
a huge increase in unwanted 
Dalmatians ended up tn 
pounds, shelters and with 
rescue organizations. 

“As a result numerous 
Dalmatians, many of whom 
came from puppy mills and 
backyard breeders, were 
dumped at adoption facilities 
where they faced uncertain 
futures. We don’t want the 
same thing to happen with 
Siberian Huskies!” 

HSC Executive Director 
Michael O’ Sullivan, who is 
owned by three dogs, one of 
them a Siberian Husky 
stresses that these friendly 
canines are demanding com- 
panions. 

“Don’t expect Siberian 
Huskies to prefer living out- 
doors because they don’t,” 
he warns. “Siberian Huskies 
prefer to spend time with 
their humans, are more likely 
to chew your slippers than 
fetch them and will likely ig- 
nore your demands. They 
also enjoy digging, howling, 
love to run, ignore you when 
you call them, and are very 
friendly to anyone who of- 
fers them food.”

It is those sorts of mag- 
nanimous activities that have 
characterized the Club over 
the years -- whether it was

(What happens after the test? 

If your vehicle meets its emissions 
standards, youre.ready when it’s time 
to renew your licence plate or transfer 
ownership. If your vehicle does not 
meet the standards, you'll require 
repairs and a re-test. If it fails the 
re-test, the Repair Cost Limit may 
help you get a conditional pass for 
licence renewal. 


Who will be tested? 

if you have a light-duty vehicle more 
than three model years old and less 
than 20 in the Drive Clean program 
area, you will require an emissions 
test every two years to renew the: 
licence plate sticker. In the expansion 


area, this applies to vehicles with 
licences that expire on or after July |. 
You will receive a notice of the 
emissions test requirement up to 
90 days before your registration 
expiry. The notices will begin arriving 
in April, 2002. After July |, an emissions 
test Will also be required for re-sale 
vehicles that are older than the current 
model year but less than 20 model 
years old. Heavy-duty non-diesel 
trucks and buses will require testing 
in the program area. Diesel-powered 
heavy-duty vehicles have required 
testing province-wide since 1999.

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MPP Dombrowsky pledges t 


When MPP.Leona Dom- 
browsky came to Madoc 
last week, she said that she 
would be “a cheerleader” for 
the community in its imme- 
diate efforts to find a doc- 
tor, and in its longterm plan 
for local healthcare services. 

Mrs. Dombrowsky met 
with The Medical. Centre 
Board, and was briefed on 
Madoc’s impending 
healthcare crisis. If a doc- 
tor cannot be found before 
Dr. Derry retires this sum- 
mer, it will be the first time 
in 30 years that the commu- 
nity will be without one. 

Board members looked 
sober indeed, as they outlined 
the situation. Every available 
avenue has been or is being 
explored, and there is still no 
sign of a suitable replace- 
ment for Dr. Derry. There 
are some individuals who 
may be available to Madoc 
in a year or so, but this does 
not solve the immediate prob- 
lem. One Board member 
said they had “turned over 
every stone” and come up 
empty-handed. Another said 
that when prospective phy- 
sicians hear that Dr. Derry 
has around 5,000 patient files 
in his Madoc office, they 
flee like deer. 

Mrs. Dombrowsky 
agreed that Madoc is a 
“compelling case.” 

Board members then 
briefed Mrs. Dombrowsky 
on the overall direction be- 
ing taken with regard to fu- 
ture health services.

Dom- 
browsky strongly suggested 
that Madoc team with Gate- 
way in Tweed, or at least se- 
riously explore a partnership 
situation. The Board ex-

These days 
doctors still spend a great 
deal of time seeing patients 
who, strictly speaking, do 
not require the services of a 
physician. Other healthcare 
professionals, such as 
Nurse Practitioners, would 


be more appropriate in these 
cases, and would help re- 
duce doctors” workloads. 
Board member ‘Crichton 
Harrop described to Mrs. 
Dombrowsky a situation 
that had occurred, where it 
was amply illustrated that re- 
sources could be put to bet- 
ter use.

Community radio is coming to Madoc 


A community radio sta- 
tion is coming to Madoc. 
Possibly as soon as this s@qy- 
mer. And if you'd like to 
Know more about it, vou can

Street East in Madoc. 

The idea for Madoc com- 
munity radio is being spear- 
headed by two local citizens, 
each with a particular inter- 
est in the subject. Chris 
Magwood (whom some 
know as the “straw bale 
house guy”) was a long-time 
programmer at CFFF-FM, 
Trent University’s commu- 
nity station. And Chricton 
Harrop, former high school 
teacher and now active 
Town Councillor, has always 
had a passion for local mu- 
sic and local musicians. 

Chris Magwood says that 
the time he ‘spent program- 
ming community radio at 
Trent showed him the value 
of, and magic of stations that 
truly mirror the community.

It is, in many ways, ideal 
radio, if you have some ex- 
perieneé at the core, and 
community enthusiasm all 
around. By the sounds of it, 
Madoc has both. 

Before you get excited 
about going on the air, how- 
ever, you have to do*your 
homework. You need an 
organization with a Board of 
Directors, and you must ap- 
ply to the regulatory agency 
which oversees the handing 
out of licences. In this case 
the CRTC (Canadian Radio 
and. Telecommunications 
Commission) in Ottawa is- 
sues special licences which 
regulate community radio.

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Dalton McGuinty appears in Tweed to discuss wate

Tweed - Water taking per- 


‘mits should be banned until 


a province-wide “compre- 
hensive survey” of the re- 
source has been done, On- 
tario Liberal leader Dalton 
McGuinty says. He also 
stated where permits have 
been issued there should be 
a fee for water taking with 
the revenues generated used 
to establish a better “water 
management system.” In 
addition Mr. McGuinty said 
there needs to be a national 
water strategy. 

Mr. McGuinty, accompa- 
nied by Hastings-Frontenac- 
Lennox & Addington MPP 
Leona Dombrowsky and 
staff members, made his 
comments Feb. 13" in the 
‘Municipality of Tweed’s 
pumping station. on 
Crookston Road. The issue 
of water taking permits is of 
special concern to Tweed, as 
a private company — Granite 
Springs has been issued a 
permit to take up to 1.4 mil- 
lion litres of water from a 
well located less than a mile 
away from the municipal 
well. The company plans to 
transport the water out of the 
area in tanker trucks to a 
bottling plant. 

The municipality, reacting 
to area residents concerns, 
is seeking a 90 day deferral 
on the water taking permit 
until a hydrological study is 
completed to determine 
what, if any, impact the pri- 
vate well water withdrawal 
may have on the municipal 
well. 

In demanding an immedi- 
ate ban on all water taking 
permits Mr. McGuinty said, 
“we shouldn’t proceed with 
anymore of these permits 
until such time as we have a 
comprehensive ground wa- 
ter survey so we know ex- 
actly what it is we are deal- 
ing with.” 

Referring to Granite 


Kids Back 


Springs Mr. McGuinty 
stated, “we are simply not 
aware whether or not that 
well, (Granite Springs), over 
there is going to compromise 
the community's ability here 
to draw upon the water here 
for their immediate agricul- 
tural and residential needs.” 

Mr. McGuinty said issu- 
ing permits without know- 
ing how much water is avail- 
able is akin to “issuing a 
blank cheque on an account 
which we simply don't 
know how much money is 
available.” 

He went on to say, “we 
think the responsible thing to 
do is to put a hold on these 
permits, conduct a compre- 
hensive ground, water sur- 
vey throughout the province 
and then at that time we'd 
be in a better position to de- 
termine whether or not we 
can in fact afford to issue 
those permits.” 

People who want to take 
water should pay for the 
privilege he said. 

“There is a secondary is- 
sue here. In the public do- 
main we have trees, forests. 
There is a public charge for 
removing trees, (stumpage 
fees). 

There is a public charge 
for removing minerals from 
the ground. It seems to me 
it is time in Ontario to put a 
charge (on water taking) for 
people who are removing 
water to take it outside the 
watershed.” 

Revenues generated by 
such a fee, he suggested, 
could be used to set up a 
better water management 
system. 

Mr. McGuinty said, “be- 
fore you can allow people to 
drawn down on our water 
bank accounts, so to speak, 
you have better first have a 
good understanding of what 
we've got there.” 

Asked by the Sun 
shouldn’t there be a national 
water strategy Mr.

McGuinty said yes. 

“Well it wouldn't hurt. 
When it comes to the envi- 
ronment, the environment 
simply doesn’t respect arbi- 
trary man-made boundaries. 
Air travels everywhere. 
There is certainly movement 
of underground water be- 
tween provinces,” he said, 
adding, “ideally, the federal 
government would become 
involved.” However, Mr. 
McGuinty said water is a 
provincial jurisdiction. 

He charged that the 
present government ts Issu- 
ing water taking permits in 
an irresponsible manner. He 
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said he is not advocating a 
total ban forever on water 
taking but feels an inventory 
of the resource is needed to 

“be properly armed with the 
essential information to make 
a responsible decision.” 

Mr. McGuinty said the 
provincial government has a 
responsibility to “make sure 
(our) water is safe and there 
is enough water for genera- 
tions to’come and that's 
more important, in my think- 
ing, than another $2 billion 
tax bres ik for large corpora: 
tions.” 

Contrary to what many 
people believe Granite 


Springs did not drill the well 
that they have a water-tak- 
ing permit for. Reeve 
Mumford told the Sun the 
well was drilled years ago as 
a test well, which was 
capped when not needed. 


Mr. Mumford said the 
municipality is concerned 
about what impact this well 
may have on the municipal- 
ity. Speaking of the 
Crookston well = Mr. 
Mumford said, “this is our 
sole water supply. Within a 
short distance another well 
has a permit for 1.4 million 
litres per day, roughly three 


times what we are 
Tweed does have a 
take up to 1.5 mill 
per day.

Trent Hills - With mu 
nicipalities facing increased 
difficulty finding the tax dol- 
lars to meet budget de 
mands, arena facilities must 
be protected and maintained 
fervently 

Phat was the message 
Facilities Officer Dale Selby 
left with Council Tuesday 
night at a special preliminary 
information meeting on the 
status of the three arena fa- 
cilities within the Municipal- 
ity of Trent Hills. 

“These facilities, after all, 
are at least 26 years old. It is 
inevitable that mayor repairs 
are needed as equipment 
wears out and the structures 
deteriorate.” he noted. 

Compressor estimate 

Chief Building Official 
Dean Findlay estimated total 
upgrade costs to all three 
arenas in Campbellford/Séy- 
mour, Hastings and Wark- 
worth at roughly $120,000. 
But he noted that not all re- 
‘pairs were of an immediate 
nature and costs could be 
spread out over several years 
as capital budget items. 

“This isn’t exactly the 
kind of news we'd like to 
hear but I believe it is neces- 
sary to determine the prob- 
lems and deal with them.” 
said Councillor Bill 
Thompson, who chairs the 
Agena and Recreation Com- 
mittee. 

“We're here tonight to 
examine the status of our 
arena facilities,” noted Mayor 
George McCleary. “This is 
strictly an information ses- 
sion to determine conditions. 
We need to know exactly 
where we stand and exactly 
what kind of maintenance 
repairs are required in order 
to make the correct deci- 
sions.” 

Richard Poole of Cimco 


Refrigeration made a presen- 
tation to. provide new and 
used compressor estimates 
for the Warkworth Arena 
that would also include new 
relief piping and a new brine 
chiller. He recommended two 
new Mycom compressors at 
a cost of $24,000. 

Selby said it is absolutely 
essential to spent at least 
$15,000 in maintenance re- 
pairs just to keep the aging 
plant going. 

Severe impacts 

Poole suggested Council 
consider the installation of an 
infrared ice temperature con- 
troller in its arenas. He said 
the new technology not only 
makes excellent ice but it 
saves substantial hydro 
costs. One was installed at 
the Surling Arena last August 
at a cost of $8,000. In other 
arenas where the device was 
installed, records show that 
it saved enough energy costs 
in its first year of use to pay 
for the controller. 

Meanwhile, Findlay re- 
ported that Aimcon has com- 
pleted repairs with the re- 
placement of three gates, 
addressing all safety issues 
at the Warkworth Arena. He 
said staff has managed to 
repair the lift gate to the ex- 
tent that replacement can be 
done in the off-season. 

This allows the balance of 
the additional capital funds to 
be brought forward to the 
current year to cover the 
cost of the existing boards. 
Aimcon had previously 
quoted a figure of $65,000 
to cover the costs of the re- 


moval and replacement of - 
dasherboards along the play- . 


ers’ side and the lobby end. 

The ongoing issue of 
early ice at the Campbell- 
ford/Seymour Arena was 
also reviewed in a staff re- 
port from CAO ‘Lorraine 
Brace, the Acting Director 
for Facilities. Selby said he 
is opposed to early ice be- 
cause the condensation will 
cause premature deteriora- 
tion because of the wooden 
structure, a point made to the 


Recreation Committee in 
Brace’s report. 

If ice is to be reconsid- 
ered at the arena, the short 
and long-term effects would 
have severe impacts on the 
longevity of the facility and 
could potentially cause seri- 
ous permanent damage due 
to the excessive amounts of 
moisture. 

It was also noted that the 
humidifier was overtaxed 
due to the severe moisture 
problem and was out of op- 
eration for a good portion of 
the season as two elements 
at a cost of $1000 each 
burned out.

Consistent results 


The Limestone District 
School Board results are 
‘highly consistent with pro 
vincial results. In the Lime 
stone Board, 88% of the stu 
dents in the academic pro- 
gram passed the test (levels 
1 to 4) compared with 89% 5 
of students in the province; 
50% of students achieved at 
or above the provincial 


standard (levels 3 and 4) at 
both board and provincial 
levels. 

At the Applied level, 60% 
of the students passed com- 
pared to 63% in the province 
while 11% of the students 
reached the provincial stand- 
ard compared to 13% in the 
province. 

Superintendent of Sec- 
ondary Curriculum, 
Madeliene Tarasick, empha- 
sizes, in a prepared news 
release that the purpose of 
provincial assessments 1s 
first and foremost to 1m- 
prove student achievement. 
She indicated that, “Students 
and schools received detailed 
feedback regarding perform- 
ance on the test, and we look 
forward to using that infor- 
mation to assist more stu- 
dents to reach the provincial 
standard in the future.” 

Of the students who 
wrote the test, 67% wrote 
the Academic assessment 
and 33% wrote the Applied 


assessment. It is clear that 
students in Applied courses 
have faced considerable 
challenges adapting 16 a new 
and demanding curriculum; 
improved results for these 
students will be a priority for 
both the Board and the Prov- 


ince. 
Four level scale 


The assessment results 
are reported using a four 
level scale corresponding to 
the curriculum standards and 
the percentage ranges used 
in report cards. Level 4 
achievement reflects a per- 
centage grade range of 80- 
100%. 

Level 3 achievement rep- 
resents the provincial stand- 
ard in the range of 70-79%. 
Level 2 corresponds to 60- 
69%, below but approach- 
ing provincial standard while 
Level | is a passable level of 
achievement, in the range of 
50-59%. 


This first administration 
of the Grade 9 AsseSsment 
of Mathematics took place in 
the second year of implemen- 
tation of the new mathemat- 
ics curriculum. . Since the 
students who wrote these 
assessments had limited ex- 
posure to the new curricu- 
lum, the results should be 
interpreted cautiously as 
baseline information about 
the achievement of students 
who are adapting to new and 
higher expectations of per- 
formance. Annual assess- 
ment results will provide in- 
formation about student 
achievement over time.

Organized snowmobiling has 
been doing a good job 
publicizing the smart choices 
and responsible behaviours that 
save lives. So much so that 
there should no longer be any 
reason for being injured or 
killed, except stupidity. The fact 
is that there are very few truc 
“accidents” anymore. An 
accident is an event occurring 
by chance or from unknown 
causes. But we know that most 
snowmobiling tragedies are 
actually preventable and even 
predictable. So let's not 
continue to imply that somehow 
snowmobiling itself is to blame 
by calling them accidents 
anymore.

Radio is still community 
glue, even in this web-based 
world, and community radio 
even more so. A station that 
is run by and for a commu- 
nity can do wonders in many 
ways. News of particular 
local significance can be 
broadcast immediately, 
faster than many commer- 
cial stations who are bound 
both by format and pro- 
gramming technology. 
Fast-moving, bad weather 
systems come to mind. But 
also, someone's lost-dog 
announcement. Just try to 
get the commercial stations 
interested in your lost dog: 
Never mind that dog is your 
very best friend in the whole, 
wide world. You get the pic- 
ture (so to speak). 

Another way in which 
community radio can work 
wonders is music. Expo- 
sure, as it’s called in the 
music industry, is tricky and 
difficult to engineer, even if 
your talent is obvious. Com- 


petition is fierce and unrelent- 


ing; Agents and Managers 
pull down millions a year to 
create exposure for artists. 
But what do you do, if you're 
from.a small, rural commu- 
nity, and you.don’t have the 
money for the guitar you 
need, let alone the money for 


‘an Agent? 


This is where community 
radio enters the picture, cre- 
ating an opportunity for lo- 
cal musicians to “get their 
work down” (make a CD) 
... and “get their work out” 
(broadcast on the air some- 
where). And in the music 
business, the old Schwabb’s 
Soda story happens all the 
time. Artists are still ‘‘dis- 
covered”, as opposed to 
“manufactured”, more often 
than you'd think. In the case 
of Madoc community radio,

Suddenly they come 
upon Madoc’s community 
station, which just happens 
to be playing a local artist at 
that very moment. 

The music industry per- 
son pauses, listens, eye- 
brows go up ... dial stays 
put. By.the time he or she 
gets to Highway 7, they've 
already decided this is tal- 
ent worth checking out, and 
they pull over to make the 
call. The stories of famous 
musicians who started this 
way are legion. Somebody 
who matters has to hear you. 
Somehow, This is where 
community radio can really 
shine. And at the same time, 
it gives the artist a strong 
sense of roots, which makes 
for mighty fine local enter- 
tainment later when they've 
made it in the business and 
people are clambering to 
book them. Shania Twain is 
a good example. 

And let's not forget the 
very positive effect a com- 
munity radio station can 
have in the local schools. 
Students who think the ra- 
dio business is for them, can 
have a go at it and find out 
for sure. They can invite 
professional broadcasters 
and personalities for special 
on-air seminars for example. 
And a surprising number of 
professionals make a point of 
accepting such invitations, 
because it puts them back in 
touch with radio’s roots, and 
gives them a chance to en- 
courage upcoming talent. 
Teachers working with stu- 
dents can create shows that 
reflect their special interests 
and concerns. A commu- 
nity radio station can become 
part of the curriculum, in 
that it offers schools a 
chance to create assign- 
ments, field trips, and asso- 
ciated activities. And for 
both senior and elementary 
levels too.

Grade 9 EQAO Mathematics Assessment: 
CHSS students above Provincial average 


The Education Quality and 
Accountability Office is an 
independent, arm’s-length 
agency, established to pro- 
mote better quality and 
greater accountability in 
publicly-funded schools. 
Last year, EQAO adminis- 
tered for the first time, a 
Grade 9 Mathematics As- 
sessment for all students in 
Academic or Applied Math. 
If, as EQAO states, the test 
is a “snapshot” of perform- 
ance, then parents should be 
very pleased with the pic- 
ture. CHSS Grade 9’s 
scored above both the Board 
and Provincial average. 


Students wrote the test 
over the course of three days 
during math class; Academic 
and Applied classes wrote 
different tests. The format 
was multiple-choice, short 
answer, and extended re- 
sponse task questions. The 
results are intended to show 
how students have been do- 
ing compared to Provincial 
standards. The results also 
show how well individual 
schools performed within 
their Board. In both cases, 
CHSS students performed 
very well. 

The standards for 
achievement are set out ac- 
cording to levels 1,2,3,4; be- 
low level 1, or exempt. 


CHSS Principal Christine Walker holds the EQAO results 
that have made her very proud indeed. Chart at right. 


Level | represents a passing 
level of achievement - a mini- 
mum pass of 50%. Level 3, 
which is where the Provin- 
cial standard is set, corre- 
sponds to between 70 and 
79%. And Level 4 represents 
a high level of achievement 
at 80% or better. Exemptions 
were made on an individual 
basis at the school through 


consultation; some students 
did not have to write the 
test. 


Those who did, did very 
well at CHSS. In both Aca- 
demic and Applied, CHSS is 
above the Province at all 
Levels, and above the Board 
in three, tied in one. Princi- 
pal Christine Walker is very 


Urban planner special 
guest at Chamber meeting 


Steve Tubb, who is an 
Urban Planner, was the spe- 
cial guest at last week’s 
Chamber of Commerce 
meeting in Madoc. The 
Chamber was hoping to 
come up with a strategy for 
the town. 


Mr. Tubb did more than 
that. He presented a well- 
thought-out plan for Madoc, 
ready for the members’ as- 
sessment. It was very well 
received. Over the past 5 
years or so, Madoc has suf- 
fered a number of unfortu- 
nate losses which have re- 
ally affected both the appear- 
ance and economics of-the 
town. Businesses have left 


- Canadian. Tire and 


examples. And there have 
been fires - the Hotel and the 
Pharmacy among others. 
The village has suffered a 
cosmetic aswell as economic 
kick-in the pants. 


It was with this in mind 
that the Chamber of Com- 
merce decided to seek the 
counsel of a professional ur- 
ban planner. If nothing is 
done, and these situations are 
allowed to develop, it can 
become a kind of downhill 
slide for the small rural town. 
Madoc, however, has many 
positive attributes which wil 
not go away. The hills .. 
creek ... the poche 
upon which the town rests 
is naturally very beautiful. 
And the downtown, in a 


small valley between two 
hills with a creek, is a natu- 
ral for some strategic plan- 
ning. 


Other small towns in 
Ontario have adopted’ vari- 
ous measures to combat 
this kind of situation. Some 
ideas are very effective and 
really enhance the town, 
bringing in business. Others 
are questionable.

proud and justly so. For one 
thing the test was new, and 
that can be stressful to many 
students. For Another, while 
students knew that this new 
test was only a component 
of their evaluation, it was 
part of the semester's work 
and therefore important. 


Good results at CHSS 
helped boost the Board's 
overall good results too. In 
fact, compared to other 
Boards in Ontario, 
HPEDSB’s results are sig- 
nificantly above the provin- 
cial average, and rank with 
the best in the province. 95% 
of Academic students 
achieved a Level | or better; 
59% achieved) Level 3 or 


better. For Applied students, 
81% achieved a Level | or 
better: 23% achieved Level 
3 or better. Principal Walker 
thinks that CHSS has some 
of the best students and 
teachers in Ontario. And the 
results of the first EQAO 
Mathematics Assessment 
would seem to suggest she 
is not merely bragging. 


What is the test designed 
to do?) What is being done 
with the results? Generally 
speaking, the test is designed 
to help students improve in 
Math. The résults show both 
students and teachers where 
the soft spots are. Individual 
“strands” of Math are tested 
- Number Sense and Alge- 


bra, Relationships, Analytic 
Geometry, and Measurement 
and Geometry. The students 
see exactly how they are do- 
ing where, and the teachers 
see that too, as well as indi 
vidual student performance. 
Parents are informed of how 
well their child did too. It's 
generally useful information, 
from the individual student 
on up.

Early Gardening Activities 


There are many garden- 
related activities that take 
place in the last two weeks 
of February. One of the big 
ones is sowing seed flats in- 
doors, so the transplants are 
large enough and strong 
enough to set out in the very 
early spring. What people 
use for flats varies widely, 
from conventional flats to 
creative improvising. What 
should not change is the kind 
of soil mixture you use. It 
should be a light mix With 
plenty of compost. Ideally, 
one-third garden soil, one- 
third sand, and one-third 
humus. The seeds you're 
starting early are delicate, so 
you should give them every 
chance to succeed. You 
should sterilize the garden 
soil before you stir it into the 
seedling mixture. This can 
be done by first dampening 
it, then putting it in an oven 
at 180 degrees for about two 
bours. This method usually 
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kills all the competition, giv- 
ing your early seedlings the 
best possible chance of sur- 
vival and good health. 
Another gardening activ- 
ity that people start thinking 
about near the end of Feb- 
ruary is tree-planting and 
tree-pruning. It’s not too 
early to think about where 
you want to plant those trees, 
but it’s a bit early for the 
actual digging. Many peo- 
ple wonder if spring is the 
best time to plant a tree. The 
best planting season depends 
upon the type of tree. Gen- 
erally speaking, most de- 
ciduous trees should be 
planted while they’re dor- 
mant, so either spring or fall 
give good results. .Spring 
plantings should be done as 
soon as the frost is out of 
the ground. Fall plantings 
should be done when the 
trees have lost all their leaves 
- an indication of dormancy.

Testing is good for the air we breathe. 
When your car passes a Drive Clean 
test, it will feel good because it’s 
running right and using less fuel.

On July 1, 2002 the Drive Clean 
program is expanding throughout the 
southern Ontario smog zone from 
Windsor to Ottawa. This adds eastern

more Ontarians will play a part in 
helping improve our air. 


How does the test work? 

Your vehicle will be parked on a 
dynamometer — a kind of treadmill 
that allows it to be “driven” on the 


spot while a probe in the tailpipe 
analyzes the exhaust Your vehicle's 
test results will be compared to the 
emission standards for its make and 
year. You will then receive a report | 
on your vehicle's emissions. 


What happens after the test? 


~ If your vehicle meets its emissions 


standards, youre ready when it’s time 
to renew your licence plate or transfer 
ownership. If your vehicle does not 
meet the standards, you'll require 
repairs and a re-test. If it fails the 
re-test, the Repair Cost Limit may 
help you get a conditional pass for 
licence renewal. 


Who will. be tested? 

if you have a light-duty vehicle more 
than three model years old and less 
than 20 in the Drive Clean program 
area, you will require an emissions 
test every two years to renew the 
licence plate sticker. In the expansion 


area, this applies to vehicles with 
licences that expire on or after July |. 
You will receive a notice of the 
emissions test requirement up to 
90 days before your registration 
expiry. The notices will begin arriving 
in April, 2002. After July |,an emissions 
test will also be required for re-sale 
vehicles that are older than the current 
model year but less than 20 model 
years old. Heavy-duty non-diesel 
trucks and buses will require testing 
in the program area. Diesel-powered 
heavy-duty vehicles have required 
testing province-wide since 1999.

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insurance hike

Many people may not re- 
alize the impact the terrorist - 
attack on the World Trade 
Centre has locally but the 
Eastern Ontario Trails Alli- 
ance, (EOTA), is one group 
that has experienced it first- 
hand. The financial ripples 
generated by that cata- 
strophic event have hit the 
organization with a 900% 
increase in insurance costs. 
Last year EOTA paid $6,000 
for insurance. This year the 
only company they could 
find to provide insurance 
coverage wants $72,000. 

Faced with such a large 
increase the EOTA is seek- 
ing financial assistance from 
the various communities 
through which those sec- 
tions of the Trans Canada 
Trail, EOTA is responsible 
for, run. Thanks to the On- 
tario Federation of Snow- 
mobile Clubs, (OFSC), who 
are kicking in $40,000 to 
® cover all snowmobile activi- 
=e ties, EOTA has to come up 
with the other $32,000 — 
which still represents a 
500% increase. The OFSC 
also has seen its insurance 
premiums jump from 
$340,000 to $3 million. 

The reason for these 
huge increases in insurance 
premiums is insurance firms 
trying to recoup their losses 
resulting from claims result- 
ing from the Sept.11" ter- 
rorist attack. In many cases 
insurance companies won't 
even re-new policies. 

Cindy Cassidy, EOTA 
General Manager, told the 
Sun, “the company we had 
didn’t want to re-issue us (a 
policy). We had to seek else- 
where.” She indicated that 
both the national and provin- 
cial trail bodies are seeking 
to implement a national pro- 
gram for insurance but to 
date has not been success- 
ful. 

In her letter to the vari- 
ous municipalities seeking 
assistance Ms. Cassidy 
notes that if a provincial or 
national program is initiated 
EOTA may realize a rebate 
a EOTA “would pass 

ypomever as assists US, 
4 ‘this time. ‘gMge@assidy 
adds, in seeking $3,000 in 
assistance from each mu- 
nicipality, “I have exhausted 
all other solutions at this 
time.” 

Daily surveys show that 
over the last year the trail 
was used by 259 dog 
sledders, 135 hikers, 59 cy- 
clists, 890 ATVs, 72 horse- 
back riders, 95 dirt bikes 
and seasonally 13,221 
snowmobilers. Ms. Cassidy 
writes, At least 19 full and 
part time jobs are created 
each year to help with the 
development, management, 
maintenance and marketing.

Southwest in- 
jury occurs when the sun 
splits the bark facing this di- 
rection. Loose bark can be 
tacked back down with tiny 
basket nails, then covered 
with non-toxic dressing. 
Over time, everything should 
be fine.
